TEN-MILE RETREAT 
IS ADMITTED BY 

SOVIET GOVERNMENT

Operating in Murmansk Region, Allied Troops Drhre 
Bolsheviks to the South of Uras Lake; Bolshevik 
Attack Forestalled 


London, April 15.—A retreat of ten miles in the Murmansk dis¬ 
trict is admitted by the Russian Soviet Government in a wireless mes¬ 
sage received here to-day. The message says: “In the direction of 
Murmansk our troops have retreated ten miles to the south of Uroe 
Station and Uras Lake.” 

General Maynard, the Allied commander in the Murmansk re¬ 
gion, according to a British War Office statement issued Sunday, on 
April 11, had forestalled a Bolshevik! attack with an attack by his 
own forces at Uros Ozero. The enemy lost prisoners, three guns and 
material, in addition to fifty killed.

Washington. April 16.—Brigadier- 
General W. P. Ri. hardson. tho new 
commander of the American forces in 
North Russia, has reported the mill#- 
tary situation satisfactory in his first 
official dispatch since landing on the 
Slurmansk coast. 

General Richardson reported the oc¬ 
cupation on April 11 of Oros Ogero by 
a force of Russians supported by the 
Allies. v At a result of this action 
forty-six of the enemy were killed, 
nine wounded and twenty-six taken 
prisoner, two field guns, one machine 
gun and 7,000 shells being captured. 
The Allied casualties comprised one 
Canadian sergeant killed and one 
French sergeant wounded.

IN SIBERIA 

Vancouver. JEL C„ April I.—Even the 
longest of Journeys finally comes to 
an end ns Sergt.-Major A. B. Godfrey, 
formerly district manager for the Bell 
telephone at Nelson. B. C„ was quite 
willing to acknowledge when he landed 
at Omsk on January 10 after being 
from Tiecember IS on a Trans-Hil>erian 
train going the 4.100 miles from Vladi¬ 
vostok to Omsk. And st thnt he made 
pretty good time as it takes anywhere 
from three to six weeks to make the 
Journey ami takes four days for a tele¬ 
gram to pas* between the two cities. 

Rergt.-Major Godfrey is at < »msk as 
a Canadian Y. M. C. A. secretary with 
the Imperial tr<M»pa stationed at the 
seat of the Bitterish government. He 
is probably the farthest from home of 
any of the Canadian Y officers, bring 
almost exactly half way around the 
world from Vancouver. 

•* With every finger peeling from 
frost bites received during the journey 
across Siberia. Mr. Godfrey started to 
work at Omsk. In a short time he had 
two canteens established three miles 
apart, one of which Is in part of what 
was a large girls' seminary half of the 
building Icing still occupied by refu¬ 
gees.

Inf creeling account of his 'trip from 
Vladivostok to <>a»k. Ills was the 
lost of four trains to depart for Omsk, 
his three Y. M. C. A. assistants. Retgt. 
Hat. Pte. Miilson and Rergt. H rat the- 
waltr going with the first three trains. 
He started off with two box cars, one 
of which was filled with canteen stock 
and the other partly filled, the remain¬ 
der of the space being living quarters 
for his assistant and himself. The cars, 
or wagons, as they are called over 
there, are much smaller than a Cana¬ 
dian box ear. hut are about as warm 
when the temperature hovered around 
fort* below as it did during most of hla 
trip, al.'nti! they got bunks fixed up, 
they dept on the floor, but nearly fmxe 
m spite w*f the heater in the car.

place. 

This arrangement made Jt difficult 
■for the Y. M. C. A. man to serve the 
long train of soldier*. Mr. Godfrey ar¬ 
ranged with each platoon sergeant to | 
make up an order to cover the re¬ 
quirements of each man In hi* car 
and turn in his list at each atop. Tlteiut 
orders were then filled while the train 
was In motion and delivered at the, 
next stop. Each man hanked a sum 
of money with the officers who set¬ 
tled up with Mr. Godfrey once a 
week. 

At Harbin Mr. Godfrey took on his 
last supply of stock, but apparently 
he overloaded his car and a hot box 
developed and damaged the axle so 
badly that night that the stock had 
to be transferred to another car. He 
could not attend to it himself and the 
result was the whole stock was put in 
backwards, which gave him a lot of 
trouble -getting his supplies as he 
needed them.

The alleged Immoral conditions of 
the local Chinatown and the wide- 
spread existence of "licentious and 
lustful" gambling joints freely patron¬ 
ised by white men caused the utmost 
excitement to prevail in the City Coun¬ 
cil Chamber last night. And the In¬ 
ability of the Police Poice to cope with 
the wave of vice was condemned by the 
Aldermen. Members of the Council de- " 
dared that If the present Chief and c 
(hone under him could not deal with « 
the matter _ -tfactory then it was a 
time that other official! were secured c 
to enforce the law. The question was k 
left in the hands of the Police Com- f 
mission ers. ■ 

Licentiousness and Lust. 1 

The discussion of gambling wee pro- f 
voked by a letter from one who signed * 
himself Chen Shu Yen. the name of the . 
editor of the New Republic by the way. J 
but who failed to give any address. The . 
letter was as follows. t 

The Allegation. t 

"Many Chinese in Victoria deplore 
the enormous amount of gambling ‘ 
which is so prevalent among the 
people of Cormorant? and Flsgard 1 
Streets. It Is generally understood t 
that the authorities of Vancouver have i 
suppressed the gambling in that city. 

It must be f«>r this reason that num¬ 
bers of new gambling joints are dally 
opening up in the city of Victoria. I * 
myself have seen for a long time past 
many white men going into the gmmtd- * 
lug dens of Cormorant Ktreet. These 
dens are oil operated by Chinese. There ’ 
are also many places where Chinese ! 
alone gamble in such games as “un- 1 
gow" and "fan-tan.” I know you white 
people do not understand what we . 
menn by “gambling.” It Is not just : 
playing a gurae of “nap" or “poker.” A 1 
Chinese gambling house Is a veritable . 
den of Iniquity; a plague-spot of dam- . 
aged goods, a place where licentious- . 
news and lust prevail. 

"It is for this reason that many self- 
respecting Chinese of Victoria are 
nwiklng me try and do something to ’ 
stop this Iniquity In our midst, i ass ‘ 
writing to ask you to help me. Don't . 
ask me how. I am only a Chinese. 1 1 
am asking you how. I give below a list 
of ploose w^ere there are gambling 1 
dens In operation at the present time.' 
Keeping It Dark 

Alderman Andros requested thnt the 
list of twenty-one alleged gambling I 
premises attached to the letter ehoukt 
not lie read aloud. / 

Alderman Johns eras on his feet. In 
an instant in answer to \htn ninges¬ 
tion. ami declared that if soch things 
existed then the people should know 
about It. “If we have found out Infor¬ 
mation on the subject let us forward 
it to the Chief of Police.” he said em¬ 
phatically. 

Fop Aldermen's Benefit 
T objected to the reading of the 
Uat.” explained Alderman Andros, 
"purely for the benefit of the Aider- 
men. I would hate to have them take 
advantage of this Information as to 
the location of the Joints. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, shoot ninety per cent, of 
the people of the city do not know 
such things exist, and if the list were 
published the dene might double their 
business next week. We don’t publish 
the names of the houses of 111 fame, for 
It would merely help the people . who 
run such vicious establishments. It is 
not of general Interest anywhere to I 
known where these joints are If there ! 
is any truth In the letter, which I very ( 
t much doubt. It It be handed to the 
Police Commissioners, who can Inves- 
' ligate it."
